Can 
the federal reserve furnish elastic- 
ity for an abnormal situation and 
then compel reduction of collateral 
loans once more? If it is admitted 
that the policy which has been term- 
ed "direct pressure" is effective, then 
brokers' loans can, be reduced by the 
expedient of asking member banks 
to reduce their borrowings for such 
account at the federal reserve "banks. 


One of the difficulties- outside of 


Washington in analyzing federal re- 
serve policies is the assumption that 
these policies are made from day to 
day instead of over a 
period of 


time. The present increase in bor- 
rowings at the federal reserve banks 
not only was foreshadowed and en- 
couraged a, month ago, but also its 
termination was foreseen, through 
a necessary expansion of credit to 
take care of the autumn harvest is 
another step in the making of easier 
money.

ebb and flow of money from now 
on because much of the expandec 
credit -will/ be used for agricultural 
purposes,' thus making fluctuations 
in call money dependent on arbitrary 
withdrawals, in which the federal 
reserve policy maybe incidental.The 
authorities here insist that 
their 


business is to see that agriculture 
and business gets a plentiful sup- 
ply of credit and if the call money 
market gyrates from day to day, 11 
is none of the affair of the federal 
reserve system.

This is a serious weakness 
in an otherwise strong novel, 'v 


The action of the stor;, all happens 


in 36 hours. A girl is abandoned by 
her lover and a man is betrayed by 
his wife. They are strangers but 
they happer to meet in a restaur- 
ant. Both have decided to commit 
suicide. They form what the news- 
papers always call "a suicide pact" 
The next afternoon they intend to 
hire a car and run over a cliff down 
a drop of several hundreds of feet. 


The story of the book consists of 


narrating what two people like that, 
who have definitely and deliberately 
determined to quit life, feel and do 
in the interval. It is not a pretty 
story and some of it is even disgust- 
ing. But the writer manares to get 
the feeling across to the readers that 
this suicide is no make-believe, that 
it is actually going to be consum- 
mated at the enil of t'ij story. That 
provides the suspense. If there was 
a feeling that K would all bo smooth- 
ed out nicely in the end and that ev- 
erything would be lovely on the last 
page, the book would not bf worth 
wasting a half hour on. But the "lost 
generation" is. so far as this book 
is concerned, definitely and genuine- 
ly lost. That being the case, wbct 
are the thoughts of two typical ex- 
amples of it? That is an interesting 
inquiry and makes it an interesting 
book. 


The details are not important. In

Sunday morning, (June 30)," the con- 
fession, as released by officers, said. 

He grabbed 
a chair and tried to strike me with 
it.

tore a mirror from the wall and 
brought it down on my head.

States who are made more comfort- 
able than Mr. Harry F. Sinclair, but 
it probably would take something of 
a search to find one. 


One does not suggest that

given especially severe treatment or 
even that the fact that he is multi- 


vors. .Doubtless if he were 
dead 


broke ana the other facts about him 
remained the same, he would not 
have been treated differently. 


But it is most emphatically and 


indisputably true that Sinclair is the 
inostt pleasantly situated of all the 
500 inmates of the" local hoosegow. 
He isn't allowed out at night, but if 
he is dissatisfied otherwise he sim- 
ply doesn't know his luck.

clair avoided being sent to the work- 
house. 
He was permitted to drive

cian and a pleasant and pretty girl 
nurse. Aside from some occasional 
p.ll-rolling, his duties are far from 
arduous. 
Other prisoners

and scrub, make beds or work in 
the laundry/ 


Of course, Sinclair sometimes has 


to stand by as general handy man 
during an operation and operations 
aren't always pleasant 
spectacles, 


but he is not commonly regarded as 
a squeamish person. 


Both the physician and the nurse 


have reported that 
Sinclair is a. 


"nice man," so he *on't be submit- 
ted to any indignities by his immedi 
ate bosses. :

fully at one end, Sinclair has his' 
guests in the medical office. 
The 


regular visiting day is Friday, but 
special detail men have an exclusive 
visi.ors' hour between 7 and 8 on 
Sunday nights. Sinclair, unlike the 
rest of this handful, receives visitors 
in privacy instead of in the main 
office and the first one he had was 
permitted to stay half an hour over- 
.time. Except for Sunday evening, 
however, only Sinclair's attorney's 
a-e supposed to visit him.

The choice of a slender 
companion and the desertion of the 
matronly and more ponderacly law- 
ful helpmate, has from ancient days 
marked the beginning of the Italian 
bent on loot and banditry. 


In the late sixties, the Sicilian po- 


lice began to suspect one Leone of 
illicit doings when they observed 
that he was neglecting his plump 
wife and cutting up with a young 
mountain girl who was nothing more 
than a bean pole. 
They followed 


Leone's trail and finally smoked him 
out, as a desperate gangster. 


In the same way, the police first 


suspected Sinardi, a Calabrian who 
had enjoyed a good reputation. He 
was seen with a slender girl. It took 
the police years to get Leone and 
Sinardi, but the new home minister, 
Nocotera, finally overwhelmed them 
by first banishing the politicians who 
had been protecting them. 


SLENDER WOMEN 


Both were killed and the

lite of the Italian gangster—a slen- 
der woman. The century-old records 
of the Malta Vita, the Mafia and the 
Camorra tell the same story—always 
a light -weight lady in the offing. The 
slim siren bobbed up again in the 
famous Cuccolo trial in 1913. 


"Even before the tune of Rubens, 


the sober and industrious section of 
the Italian masses had idealized the 
amplitudinous figure as the supreme 
embodiment of matronly and materi- 
al virtues. It was not just chance or 
personal preference which led Ru- 
bens to incline toward mass effects 
in his female 
figures. 
This early 


flowering of the renaissance natur- 
ally caught and embodied a deeply 
grounded racial ideal. Honest men in 
those days sought wives of broad 
and generous outlines.

If we turn to the debenture and pre- 
ferred stocks the record shows that 
in this same period total dividended 
requirements on these stocks were 
earned 14.7 times.

be used in a fair distribution of it. 


In replacing the old currency with 


a new and smaller size, the United 
States treasury department faces a- 
stupendous task never before met in 
currency matters. For a short period 
at least it will be necessary to keep 
both the old and the new currency in 
circulation. Gradually the old paper 
will disappear, but it may take four 
or five years before all of it has be- 
come worn enough to send back to 
the treasury, 
where^it will be de- 


stroyed by maceration. The average 
life' of a one dollar bill is only seven 
months, so it will take only a short 
time to replace all old bills of this 
denomination. 
However, the life of 


the higher 
denominations is five 


years or more. 


Old-size currency 
will always be 


good, but the government asks for 
the cooperation of the public in retir- 
.ng it by depositing it in the bank.

-Many improvements 
and economics as well as features 
of protection, long desirable, have 
been introduced. 


"Tha multiplicity and duplication 


of characteristic features in the old 
currency was indescribable. In the 
new currency the designs are kept 
as simple as possible without unnec- 
essary and confusing ornamentation. 
For the new designs, every back of 
svery given denomiantion is identi- 
cal. 


"For example, the $5 back 
for 


every kind of currency :n this deno- 


mination will bear an engraving of 
the Lincoln Memorial building, so 
the government will have but one $5 
back to print and protect and for the 
public to become familiar with. 


SIMPLICITY IN KEY 


"Simplicity has been the watch- 


word. 
The denominations can be 


told readily by portraits and if 
the 


public will learn the portraits of the 
lower denominations, at least, they 
will be protected from raising of 
currency and from counterfeiting hi 
general. 


"The buerau 
of engraving and 


printing printed eight pieces of the 
old currency on a sheet. By reducj 
ing the size, twelve of the new are 
printed on a sheet.
